HOW TAE TIDE RISES IN THE BAY 
Or FUNDY. 


Silvery Thread that in a Moment 
Becomes a Hashing HRiver—Fifty 
Feet Wide—The Great Wave. 
In a letter from Falmouth, Nova 
Bcotia, to the Philadelphia 7'imes, the 
writer says: The tides of Fundy are 
perhaps almost familar to almost «very- 
one, and though they are remarkable, 
like the maelstrom and other marvels 
they are greatly exaggerated. To thor- 
oughly understand the phenomenon the 
shape of Fundy Bay must be cousidered, 
on i will secn that the great daily 
moon, strike the New England coast and 
tend northward until the great body of 
water is squeezed into the narrow limits 
of the Bay of Fundy, just as we see a 
at wave from a steamer entéring a 

rook from a lake. The effect is to im- 
mediately raise the water level, and so in 
Fundy the tidal wave rushes in and sud- 
denly compressed with the narrow 
bounds immediately rises and the water 
forms a wave and rushes rapidly onward, 
tilliug up the rivers and pers. along its 
passage. 

A famous place to observe the phenom- 
enon is in what is called the Minas 
Basin, a branch of the Bay of Fundy, 
that extends into the country of Evange- 
line and cuts it up in a curious manner. 
Especially at the smaller towns along the 
Avon river is the sight to be seen that 
has been wondered at by so many. 

Windsor is a little town of about three 
thousand inbabitants, on the elevation 
at the intersection of the Avon and 8t. 
Croix rivers, and is a very lively place 
for so a small one. Here the Avon 
river is about a mile in width, and if 
you happened to strike the river from 
the interior you would wonder what the 
inhabitants and the farmers lived upon 
the borders of such a gulch for. You 
stand upon the edge of an enormous 
mud crevasse, half a mile wide and ex-

Can this be the river, you ask? It 
must be, as here are bridges, two of | 
them, but so woefully long and shaky 
on their pins and high above the stream 
that they appear like the very ghosts of 
bridges on stilts. From above, the 
chasm appears shelved and cavernous 
in its aspect. The sides seem to grade 
off into terraces of red and gray mud, 
until finally the pan of bottom rock is 
reached, along Which the pseudo river 
flows. Something is expected, as here 
are expensive dykes, that are reared 
to kee the water from the 
Farms in tne back country; then again 
vessels lie at the docks of this inland 
town, high and dry, miles and miles 
from water deep enough to float them. 
Do we waitan hour or so all this will be 
changed. We first notice the silvery 
thread of water stop in its course, then 
the water is seen to flow up-stream, and 
if you turn your head for a few minutes 


} you find upon again looking that the 


silvery thread has grown to a stream 
fifty feet wide. Twenty minutes later it 
is a raging flood, as wide asthe Schuyl- 
kill, foaming, rushing and boiling, ris- 
ing in waves that break against each 
other, ever pushing on, as if propelled 
by some mysterious force. 

In this sudden rush of the water ani- 
mals are often caught; pigs that have 
wandered out into tue mud are overcome 
by the onward rollers and fowl have been 
seen surrounded and floated away on the 
waves, to be rescued, jerhaps, far up 
the stream, thirty feet-higher than the 
spot where they were taken up. Flocks 
of birds frequently follow the tidal wave 
or bore, as it is called, feeding upon the 
fish that are cast ashore and catching 
them as the tide goes out. 

Why the wave should be so high in 
coming in is explained in different ways. 
One theory is that it is formed by the 
tidal current rushing against the current 
of the r.ver and passing over obstruc- 
tions of more than ordinary height that 
tend to push the water up. * In the 
Hoogly river the wave rises to a_height 
of twenty feet; in the Amazon thirty and 
in the Tsientang, China, about the 
same. The wave in Fundy, however, is 
notto be compared to these in any re- 
spect. As to rapidity, the tide comes in 
about as fastas an ordinary horse can 
trot, and aman would have to exert all 
his speed to escape. 

The height to which the water fctual- 
ly rises differs in different places and de- 
pend; upon circumstances. Thus, if 
the sun and moon could puli together, so 
to speak, and a strong wind set in at the 
same time, an exceedingly high tide 
would be the result. It is claimed that 
it has risen sixty feet at Moncton; at 
Sackville a fifty-feet fall and rise is com 
mon; at Huaco, thirty-four feet, and at 
Parsboro, opposite Cape Bloomidon, 
about forty-five feet. These are re’ 
markable figures and the sight of vessels 
that say in the morning have been 
alongside the dock, now forty feet be- 
low and no water in sight, is still more 
remarkable.

While engaged in examining this natu- 
ral curiosity we came upon two small 
birds, caught in the sticky substance at 
the edge of the stream; they were stiil 
alive, but upon releasing then both the 
feathers and the skin came off where 
they had come in contact with the bitu- 
minous matter, so that we had to kill 
them to putan end to their sufferings. No 
doubt they had been taken in by the ap- 
pearance of water which the stream pre- 
sented, and had alighted to drink, when 
they discovered their mistake too late. 
Their fate suggested the idea that in a 
district so devoid of water others of the 
feather tribes must constantly become 
victims to the same delusion in a similar 
manner, and upon a close inspection of 
the margin of the stream the . correctness 
of this inference was established by the 
discovery of numerons skeletons of birds 
imbedded in it; nor were those of small 
yuadrupeds unrepresented, among which 
we recognized the remains of a fox. 


A Diet of Pinus. 

Hermann Kobn, a middle-aged Ger- 
man, was discharged recently from the 
convalescent ward of a hospital in Phila- 
delphia, where he had been under medi- 
cal treatment fer eight weeks, |

death he shoald be handsomely recom- 
pensed, andaccordingly he left him a 
pittance of six months’ wages and a 
suit of clothes, but, as he expressly 
stated, “not the most new.” <A few 
days before his death some of his ac- 
Sore nee who saw that he was re- 

uced to the last extremity by want of 
nourishment, proposed to him to have 
some soup, ‘‘Yes, yes,” he replied, ‘‘it 
is easy to talk of soup—but what is to 
become of the meat?’ Thus died one 
who was reported to be the richest man 
in Paris, more from want of care and 
proper nourishment than from disease. 
He is stated to have left to relations, 
whom he had probably never seen, the 
sum of £3,000,000. Under his pillow 
was found $00,000 livres in paper money. 

The neighborhood where Mary Lu- 
horne digd seems to be still famous for 
its misers. In 1877 there died at Wool- 
wich, England, a Mr. John Clark, aged ; 
eighty-six. -He is described as having 
been a man of education, but a very 
singular character. Although reputed 
to be immensely wealthiy, he was very 
miserly in his habits, and lived to 


the last in a squalid hovel in the 


eater’ ports ol his life wea 
spent in the accumulation of books, of 
whieh he lefta large store. It was re- 
"podeety that the front shutters of his 
ouse had not been opened for over 
thirty years; he never took a regular 
meal, nor did he know the taste of 
wines or spirits. Yet, notwithstanding 
that he lived in such a den and suffered 
such privations, he reached an octoge- 
narian age, and died worth $200,000 or 
thercabouts.

His death 
was occasioned by his runcing a knife 
into the palm of his hand while opening 
an oyster.

Sleep, Trance and Death. 


The relationship between sleep, ‘‘the | 
cousin of death,” and death itself, is. 
robably real as well as appetons The | 
istance which separates them is great. 
but there are intermediate connections, 
grades of dissolution as of development. | 
Among these the similar states of trance | 
and hibernation are worthy of special | 
notice. For sleep and for trance one 
cause, for exhaustion chiefly of nervous | 
matter, but more or less of every organ 
and tissue, is assignable. The hysterical | 
stupor is the sleep of nerve centers, wore | 
out with the assault and conflict 
stormy reflex action, Healthy sleep is 
the rest of physical elements wearied 
with the same same strain applied more 
gradually. Cases have been recorded ic | 
which somnolence, continuing for days 
without cessation, has resembled trance | 
in its duration, while preserving all the | 
ordinary features of natural sleep. Va- | 
rious facts support us in associating the | 
hibernation of animals with the same 
train of organic or functional changes as 
the other unconscious states which we 
have been considering. It comes like a 
habit, it has, one may say, annual re- 
turn, its apparent cause is the oppression 
of exterval cold, and the animals it 
effects are mostly those which, from 
their bodily structure or habits, are sub- 
ject to great periodic variations of tem- | 

ture. Vital tissue is exhausted, and | 
unction is in part suspended, probably | 
because the numbness of cold has taken | 
hold upon the radicles of the outer cir- 
culation, and of that part of the brain- | 
surface which is connected with it by | 
numerous anastomoses, In such 4 caso | 
anemia would seem to be the cause oi 
the winter sleep, as there is evidence to 
show that it is also the cause of that | 
temporary starvation of brain which lulls | 
without arresting its action. in the nat- | 
ural repose of each night, We may even | 
regard the lethargy, ended by death, into 
which man falls when exposed to great’ 
cold, as a short and mortal hibernation.’

THE INTERNAL REVENUE, 


Annual Hepert of the United States 

Com r 
The annual report of the commissioner of 
jnternal revenue for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1884, says that the total receipts 
from all sources of internal revenue taxation 
for the year were $121,590,039, as compared 
with $144,553,344 for 1883, 146,523,278 for 
1882, and $135,229,912 for 1881. It is estim- 
ated that $115,000,000 will be collected dur. 
ing the present fiscal year. 
A compartive statement of the receipts for 
the fiscal year 1883 and 1884 shows a decrease 
of $16,041,850 from tobacco, an increase of 
$2,536,610 from spirits, an increase of $1,184,- 
838 from fermented liquors, and a decrease of 
$10,642,404 from taxes under repealed laws 
and penalties, making a total decrease of $22,- 
963,205. The largest collection in any one 
district was made in the Fifth Illinois district 
—$1,036,355, and the smallest in the Second 
North Carolina district—31,192. There are 
four States, namely, Lilinois, Kentucky, New 
York and Ohio, in which the collections were 
over $13,000,000. 
The total cost of collection for the past year 
was $5,100,450, as compared with $5,105,957 
for 1883. The total expenses were a littlo less 
than 4 1-5 per cent. of the amount collected. 
The internal revenue taxes collected from 
tobaeco during the year aggregated $26,062, - 
8¢9. . The collections from the same sources 
during the fiscal year 15885 were $42,104,249, 
and during the fiscal year 1882 were 47,391,- 
988. By comparing the receipts for tho last 
fiscal year with those for the fiscal year im- 
mediately preceding it, it will be scen thet 
the decrease was $10,011,849, and by compar- 
ing those receipts with the “ig se for the 

t 


fiscal year ended June 20, 1882, that the de- 
crease was $2) 329,538, 

The total number of grain distilleries 
registered during the year was 1,291, of 
which number only 1,078 were o ted. The 
numbers registered and operated in the fiscal 
year 1883 were 1,250 and 1,096 respectively 
showing an increase during the last fiscal 
year of forty-one in the number registered 
and a ecrease of eighteen in the 
number operated. The quantities of 
ain used in the production of spirits during 
e past fiscal year—18,927,982 busuels—is an 
increase of 283,105 bushels above the amount 
weiin the preceding year, but is 5,137,897 
bushels less than the average for the last fivo 

ears. A corresponding increase appears in 
he number of gallons of spirits 
from grgim during the year—73,72 
lons, which isan excess of 1,459,406 ons 
over the product 1883. ‘gallons 

The quantity of spirits (75,455.77. ons 

deposited in distillery: ware- 

ouses during the current fiscal ror is 
ter than the production (74,015, gal- 
ns) of the year 1883 by 422,431 gallons. 
The quantity of spirits 342,474 gallons) 
withdrawn hem distillery warehouses dur- 
ing the current fiscal year is greater than the 
quantity withdrawn (75,441,087) during tho 
year 1883 by 2,001,387 gallons. The quantity 
of distilled spirits in the United States, ex- 
cept what may be in customs bonded waro- 
houses on October 1, 1884, was 96,810,521 gal- 
lons.

‘UNITED STATES ARMY. 


First Annual Report of Lieuten- 
ant-General Sheridan. 


Operations in the West, the Militia 
and the Seaboard. 


The annual report of Lieutenant-General 
P. H. Sheridan has been made to the secre- 
tary of war. It covers the period from his 
a: s gnment to the command of the army, No- 
vernber 1, 1883, to November 1, 1854. 

He says the army has enjoyed almost com 
plete rest from active field operations, but its 
other duties, consisting of occupation of posts 
upon the frontiers of Canada and of Mexico, 
with stations near Indian agencies and pro- 
tection of Indian reservations, have been im- 
portant, and in some places very active, la- 
borious and annoying, especially in guarding 
the Indian Territory. 

In maintaining peace in Arizona, where the 
Indian situation is extremely sensitive, and 
in the Northwest, where proprietors of cattle 
ranges have been greatly disturbed at times 
by ea

ceof roaming bands of Sioux, 
orthern Cheyennes and Northern 
Arapahoes, much activity and the exercise of 
great discretion have been required from both 
officers and A few by 
comparative ificant parties ans 
have involved. scouting by smal!

This is a restriction now guarding appropria- 
tions for the National Guard of Pennsylvania 
and that of a few other States. 

Excepting for our ocean commerce and for 
our sea cities, he does not think we 
should be much alarmed about probabilities 
of wars with foreign powers, since it 
would require more tban a_ million 
and a balf of men to make a campaign upon 
land against us. To transport from beyond 
the ocean that number of soldiers, with all 
their munitions of war, their cavalry; artil- 
lery and infantry, even if not molested by us 
while in transit, would demand a large part 
of the shipping of all Europe. 

He earnestly invites immediate attention 
to the perfect:y defenceless. condition of our 
seaboard cities and their harbors against for- 
eign naval attack. Aljthough submarine tor- 
pedoes, fired by electricity from shore sta- 
tions, form an important feature of harbor 
defences, still, unless well protected by stron 
fortifications, that may be so easily remov 
by an enemy, or be rendered comparatively 

less by cutting the wires leading to 
them, that he urgen'ly recommends the early 
beginning of a general system of seacoast 
fortifications to be constructed in accordance 
with requirements involvel by latest im- 
rovements in heavy artillery. The perma 
nent works we now possess belong to an ob- 
solete system—practically worthless as de- 
fences against the fire of modern heavy guns. 


MEXICAN ELECTION RIOTS. 


Fierce Fighting, and the Towns 
Filled With Uead and Wounded. 


A Monterey (Mexico) dispatch says: State 
and municipal elections were held yesterday, 
Sunday, throughout the States of Nueva 
Leon and Coahuila. Meagre reports from 
Saitillo, the capital ef Coahuila, bring in- 


telligence of terrible riots there at 
the closing of the polls. Five men 
were killed outright and over 


twenty desperately wounded. Serious dis- 
turbances are also reported from the towns 
of Santa Catarina, Bustamente and Sabinos 


all in the state of Nueva Leon. Fourteen 
were killed or seriously wounded at Santa 
Catarina. At Bustamente the riot was gen 
eral, lasting several hours. Sabinos is the 
city where a mob attacked and killed the un- 
popular alcalde, Don Jose Santos, and the 
chief of polic» on October 1. 

At Sabinos the citizens rose en masse and 
attempted to drive the government troops 
away from the voting places. A pitched battle 
was f t in the principle street. The troops 
sustained a serious defeat. Colonel Jose 
Ranjel, commanding, was killed during 
the fight with twenty-four of his 
soldiers. number of citizens killed and 
wounded is not known, but from the fact that 
the troops were well armed and drilled it is 
believed the havoc among the citizens must 
have been fearful. District Judge Garcia, 
fighting on the side of the people, is known to 
be among the ki led. Rioting is also re 
from several smaller towns in both states. 

These outbreaks are attributed to the pres- 
ence of government troops at the polls, 
where it is claimed they actively interceded 
in behalf of government candidates, intimi- 
dating voters and openly preventing many 
from exercising the right of suffrage.

Any nurseryman could have 
told the governreent that the tea plant 
would grow very well in the Sonth, and 
on a year’s notice, could have furnished, 
under contract, as many plants as desired 
for distribution. But the seed came, 
plants were raised and distributed every- 
where, and that was about the last of it. 
During the last few years, the govern- 
ment again tried its hand. in it did 
not appeal to nurserymnen of tree-growers 
of experience, and again we have the 
result in the announcement that it ‘‘can’t 
be done.” Now this is all nonsénse. 
The tea plant has grown stcoess- 
fully, and is still growing -successfully, 
in margy parts of the South. Tea has 
been made from the leaves as good and as 
cheap asthe Chinese ever made. Let 
the government give but a bounty—pro- 
tection, if you like to oall a 
ears for private enterprise, we Ww. 
: tee the success of the Chinese tea 
plant as a tea product in America. 


Fish in Great Lakes. 


The white figh in Lake Erie avera 
three and a half pounds, but poubaicvisily 
one or more are taken weighing ten to 
eighteen pounds, I spe one in 1824, 
at Cooper Ha*por, Lake Superior, that 
weighed twenty-five pounds. On the 
north shore of Isle Royale, Lake Superior, 
the white fish average fourteen pounds. 
The lake herring are the most uniform in 
size of all our fishes, averaging less than 
a pound in weight, and this average will 
hold good if you count them by the mil- 
lions; but, nevertheless, I ve had 
brought to me specimens that would 
weigh three, four and even six pounds. 
The white fish of the Yonkon River, 
Alaska—so say the Government reports 
weigh as high as forty pounds. The stur- 
geon of the *‘Great Lakes” average fifty 
pounds, but now and then one is taken 
that weighs one hundred pounds andover. 
I saw myself at the Sault Ste, Marie, one 
taken that weighed one hundred and 
twenty-five pounds. The catfish of our 
lakes areof the most superior quality, 
bringing in the southern markets a better 
price than any of our lake fishes, whether 
fresh, salted or smoked. The average 
sive is twelve pounds; but yet I saw a 
specimen taken with a hook and line that 
weighed fifty pounds. In the waters of 
the Mississippi Valley it often attains 
double that weight.
